Alberta in this vicinity at least is 


underlaid with from three to five] 4 


seams of excellent coal. Numerous 
companies have been formed to 
exploit these ficlds. Along the 
Belly River in the southern part of 
the province are several great mines 
turning out hundreds of tons of 


coal per day while all over the pro- 


vince are small mines run by indi-| 


viduals supplying their neighbors 
with cheap fuel. 

Let me tell you about two mines 
only thirty miles apart in the 
southern part of Alberta that work 
the same'vein and in the same way 
except that in one case the work is 
done by man and horse power and 
in the other by machinery. 

Staffords mine is on the bank of 
Wolf Coulee abovt thirty miles 
north of Lethbridge. The seam| 
there is about two feet and nine 
inches thick and underlaid with a 
bed of hard clay almost like slate. 
The miners lie down on their sides 
and with hand picks dig out a foot 
or so of the clay as far back as they 
ean reach.He then drills a couple of 
holes, blasts the coal down and loads 
it into cars holding half a ton each, 
shoves it tothe entrance from the 
mouth of the tunnel it is hauled to 
the top by horse. The trip up takes 
about five mininutes. Atthe top 
it is dumped into a chute and when 
a farmer wants a load of coal he 
drives under the lower end of the 
chute and the required amount is 
shoveled into his wagon box by 
hand. He pays three dollars a ton 
for it and the owner of the mine is 
making money at that. 

The Galt mines are at Lethbridge. 
They are owned by the A. R. & I. 
Co. which in turn is owned by the 
C, P. R. The seam there is from 
four to five feet thick and underlaid 
by the same hard clay. A machine 
driven by compressed air cuts this 
clay out for a distance of about five 
feet back in one sixth the time” a 
man could do it. A miner comes 
in blasts down and then loads the 
coal into a car and pushes it to the 
endofhisroom. From there ahorse 
hauls it to the main tunnel where 
twenty are strung together and 
hauled to the pit bottom by an 
endless cable. The cars are pushed 
one at .atime into the cage and 
hoisted to the surface in five seconds 
each. The coal is dumped over an 
encline screen and then elevated 
directly into the box cars for ship- 
ment. This coal is sold to the re- 


tailer on the car for $3.25 per ton,

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WARRANT FOR CONDUCTOR, 


Wanted for Stealing Fares and Sell- 
ing Tickets. 


(From Montreal Gazette.) 


Judge Lanctot, at the request of the 
crown prosecutor, has issued a bench 
warrant for the arrest of EK. Smith, a 
former sleeping-car conductor in the 
employ of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way company, who at one time ran 
between Montreal and Vancouver, and 
latterly between Montreal and _  To- 
ronto. 

Karly in October information reach- 
ed the Crown authorities which led up 
to Smith’s arrest for stealing sleeping 
car fares, and for stealing and selling 
railway tickets to various nee in 
Montreal and elsewhere. Smith had 
a preliminary hearing and was com- 
mitted for trial to the Court of King’s 
Bench, his case being set for the 10th. 
When called, he failed to appear, 
with the result that his bail was for-/} 
feited and a bench warrant issued for 
his arrest. 

The case caused a good deal of in- 
terest in railway circles, and it is 
probable that other than railway peo- 
ple will become interested, as the 
names and addresses of quite a num-| 
ber of people with whom he has been 
doing business are known, and it is 
likely that before the matter is final- 
ly disposed of several of the hunters 
for bargains in railway  transporta- 
ion will be dealt with. 

“It is really too bad,’’ said a high 
official of the Canadian Pacific, ‘‘that 
the travelling public should suggest | 
such dishonesty to conductors. If 
passengers would refrain from mak- | 
ing conductors steal from the com- 
pany by offering them facilities and 
inducements to do so, it. would be} 
better for them in every way. We, 
have the names of a good many men 
who have done this in Montreal and 
other places and they include some 
pretty prominent men. Morally they 
are as guilty, if not more so, than the 
conductors whom they train to. be- 
come thieves, and the practice of try- 
ing to get this cheap. transportation 
at the expense of the company and 
the honesty of the conductors cannot 
be too sharply repressed. 

“In the present instance it has led 
to the ruin of a young man and the 
breaking up of his home. While we 
are sorry for those who suffer by it, 
the company must stop this business 
of stealing fares, and prosecution will 
follow every instance that is discov- 
ered.” : \ ‘

Bir Claude de Crespigry Famous for 
Number of His Narrow Escapes. 


Sir Claude Champion de Crespignv, 
who. has recently given to the public 
a highly interesting volume entitled 
“Forty Years of a Sportsman’s Life,” 
is credited with having more lives 
than tue average cat, and with pos- 
{sessing more marvellous good luck 
jthan any other personage in the 
pages of Debrett. Indeed, in his 
younger days it was regarded as quite 
iin the ordinary course of things that 
| Sir Claude’s name should periodical- 
ly be mentioned in connection with 
some particularly narrow escape from 
sudden death. In the» matter of 
broken bones alone few men_ have 
been more peculiarly unfortunate 
than this most popular of Essex 
sportsmen, against whose name must 
be placed two leg bones fractured in 
a balloon accident, three arm bones 
fractured whilst hunting, three ribs 
broken by a fall during a steeple- 
chase, and another by a more prosaic 
cab accident, to say nothing of vuri- 
ous fingers broken in boxing or by 
kicks from horses. To this may be 
added repeated visitations of con- 
cussion of the brain, none of which, 
however, have seriously affected his 
health. In his early days Sir Claude, 
who is now sixty-three, qualified both 
as soldier and sailor. He was ia the 
royal navy for five years, and then 
spent four years as an ensign in the 
60th Rifles. Since then few parts of 
the world have failed to witness his 
adventures in one form or. another. 
He is one of the very few men who 
have ever crossed the North Sea in 
a balloon, and he is also one of the 
still rare few who have escaped alive 
out of the coils of a python. He has 
had miraculous escapes from sharks 
in Bermuda and falling trees in Flor- 
ida. Once, in India, he got into un- 
comfortably close querters with an 
infuriated wounded tiger, which he 
subsequently despatched. Sir Claude

also the only European who ever 


swam the narrow gut of the first 
cataract of the Nile, and he was 
among those who witnessed the ac- 
cident on the warship Sultan, which 
so nearly proved fatal to the late 
King Edward, then Prince of Wales. 
The prince, who had been examining 
the working of a new type of gun, 
turned round to ask one of the of- 
ficers a question, when the windlass 
took charge, and, running round with 
terrible velocity, only by a_hairs- 
breadth missed the prince’s head.

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TO CONTROL RESURCES 


ALBERTA WANTS OWNERSHIP OF 
PROVINCIAL RESOURCES 


The Government Has 
Favor of Negotiations With the 
Federal Government to Secure 
Provincial Control of Valuable Re- 
sources—Mr. Cornwall on the 
Wealth of the North. 


Edmonton, Alta~—-The government, 
through Premier Sifton, has declared 
once and for all in favor of negotia- 
tions with the federal government to 
secure provincial control of natural 
resources, thereby adopting, with the 
exception of lands, the platform that 
was, for years, the foundation prin- 
cipie of the old territorial provincial 
rights party under Hon. Mr. Haul- 
tain, of which party, Premier Sifton 
was a former member. 

Speaking of the resolution, | of 
Bramley-Moore, calling upon the gov- 
ernment to take steps to secure the 
control of such natural resources as 
are of local concern, Premier Sifton 
said it would be the policy of the gov- 
ernment to forward negotiations with 
the Dominion government towards 
this end, and to keep on negotiating. 
He, personally, had always been in 
accord with tne views expressed in 
the resolution. 

On the request of the premier, Mr. 
Moore’s resoiution, seconded by Mr. 
Cornwall, was withdrawn, tne prem- 
ier pointing out that its passing could 
do little towards assisting the cause 
of provincial rights since it was a 
question of negotiating more than 
anything else. : 

For the first time since the spssion 
opened, reference was made in the 
debate on Moore’s resolution to the 
A. & G. W. and the. premier’s pro- 
posed policy in connection with the 
project. ; 

Despite the fact that the premier 
had not. officially. announced his 
policy to the house, both Cornwall 
and Michener indicated their stand- 
ing on the question of the house, 
when they broke into direct denunci- 
ations of the premier’s proposed ap- 
propriation of the A. & G. W. money 
for the wiping out of the provincial 
debt and other purposes. r. Corn- 
wall made his usual convincing ‘ad- 
dress on the resources of the north 
country, thundering on the desk with 
his fist, declared in emphatic lan- 
guage, ‘‘there has been enough valu- 
able timber destroyed in, the north 
country in the last ten years by 
wasteful forest fires, to wipe out this 
little debt that we hear so much of, 
and to, build half a dozen railways 
without it having cost us a cent.” 

Mr, Cornwall went on further to 
denounce the inefficient manner of 
the department of the interior in not 
protecting this valuable asset from 
destruction by fires. 

Mr. Michener referred to the prem- 
jer’s proposal to deal with the A. & 
G. bonds, as a misappropriation 
of; money to pay a debt which would 
never have existed had Alberta owned 
its natural resources and was it de- 
riving revenue therefrom. 

Mr. Cornwall, rising to second Mr. 
Moore’s resolution, said the question 
of provincial-control of resources had 
been a bone of contention between 
political parties, but he was going 
to deal with it from the standpoint 
of an Alberta’ business man, ‘and 
would like to have the house consider 
the question in that light. If the 
province could possibly get hold of 
her natural resources, there would be 
little difficulty between the parties, 
as it’ would be only ‘a matter of ad- 
ministration. 

Mr; Cornwall referred to the efforts 
to get the Dominion government in- 
terested in the development of the 
north and instanced how little faith 
either party at Ottawa appeared to 
have in the richness of that. section 
of the Dominion. He said the present 
party in power at Ottawa had done 
some little work in surveying and ex- 
ploring. He thought it would be an 
easy matter to secure control of the 
natural resources, since the authori- 
ties appeared to have such little faith 
in the country. 

“In the old Athabasca territory,” 
said Mr. Cornwall,:‘‘there is 100,000,- 
000 acres of land, 40 per cent. of 
which is as capable of cultivation as 
any of the land between Edmonton 
and the international boundary. 
Twenty-five per cent. was swamp 
land, not muskeg, and the balance in 
timbered lands. It is well-known 
that the land which will live longest 
without artificial means of cultivation 
is the land that is timbered. 

“There are great tracts of tar sand 
on the Athabasca river; the river cuts 
through 125 miles of it. At Fort Me- 
Murray, on the 900-foot level, there is 
a deposit o? salt 15 feet thick, then 
there is 16 feet of sandstone, then a 
further layer of sandstone, then a 
further layer of 65 feet of salt. There 
is untold wealth in the beautiful gran- 
ite deposits that are on the edge of 
the barren grounds around Lake Atha- 
basca, There is gold in the Laird and 
the Athabasca, copper in the north 
country. The Yellow Knives, a native 
tribe, received their names because 
they used raw copper to make knives, 
kettles, pots and other utensils. There 
are tremendous deposits of copper ore 
on Great Bear lake, and the whaling 
industry of the Arctic is tributary to 
Alberta by means of the Waterway.” 

Mr. Michener made a strong ad- 
dress on the subject. He declared the 
lands were the one chief. local con- 
cern of the province. He advocated 
the present system of homesteading 
be abolished and substitute the one 
of so much per acre improvement fees, 
the province to use the money build- 
ing reads and railways. In this way 
he estimated the province would de- 


Declared in 
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tive an immense revenue and get a 
better class of settlers. 

He declared all the Liberals in the 
territories wére in favor of provincial 
ownership of resources. Scott, Bul- 
yea, Oliver, Rutherford, Sifton, Deve- 
bre, all once advocated this idea. 
Now, said he, they were all in high 
office and presented a complete 
change of front on the question. 

Michener also declared the pro- 
vince should have control of the im- 
migration policy of the province, as 
this was a matter that determined the 
people that were to be our neighbors 
and citizens. 


SUFFRAGETTES MAKING IT HoT | 


Police Have Difficulty in Saving 
Liberal Statesmen from Severe 
Beatings 


London.—The political campaign is 
being waged with a flercencss, almost 
unknown in England, both by politic- 
ians and suffragettes. A battle on 
Downing street, which was fought re- 
cently when several hundred  suffra- 
gettes, attempting to storm the pre- 
mier’s residence, assaulted Mr. As- 
quith and Augustine Birrell, chief 
secretary for Ireland, and_ broke 
many windows in the government 
offices, surpassed all previous spec- 
tacles of the sort, 

About 150 women and several men 
supporters were taken to the police 
stations. 

Following an announcement by the 
prime minister in the house of :com- 
mons that, if he were still in power 
at the next session of parliament, the 
government would give facilities for 
the consideration of a suffrageite bill, 
a large body of women, inflamed 
rather than placated by this promise, 
which was characterized as “nothing 
more or less than an insult to the 
cause,”’ left Caxton hall in search of 
the premier, They found him on the 
way to Downing street and immedi- 
ately formed. a hostile cordon. One 
woman struék the government leader 
and the premier would have fared 
badly had not large detachments of 
police come running to his rescue. 

The police had great difficulty in 
puttimg-down the disorders, and the 
rioting continued into the evening 
when squads of women attacked the 
residence of Sir Edward Grey, the 
foreign secretary, Winston Churchill, 
the home secretary, and Lewis Har- 
court, secretary of state for the 
colonies. 

Stones crashed through the winlows 
of the houses. Sir Edward Grey’s 
bearing the brunt of attack. 

One band spied “Mr. Birrell stroll: 
ing through St. James park to the 
Athenaeum club, and swooped down 
over the aged statesman, knocking his 
hat over his eyes, and kicking him 
about the legs. When helo came and 
the women driven off, Mr. Birrell 
limped to his motor car, on the arms 
of licemen. 

r. Churchill addressed a big meet- 
ing from which several men adher- 
ents’ of the ‘women’s cause were 
dragged out by the police. Mr. 
Churchill strongly defended the pro- 
priety of Irish-American contribu- 
tions to the Home Rule cause. The 
ery of American dollars wag likely to 
be used as a retort by the Liberals, 
he said, sineé Waldorf-Astor an- 
nounced that he was again a candi- 
date for the Conservatives for Ply- 
mouth.

Ottawa.—‘‘Is it the proper and best 
way to preserve peace in Canada to 
get under the bed or-to take to the 
cellar, every time impudence, intoler- 
ance, effrontery and oppression show 
themselves? 

“Are immigrants to Canada in- 
structed that this is a British coun- 
try and that it is it’s intention to re- 
main so?” 

These queries are to be made in the 
house by Col., Sam Hughes.. They 
arise out of a report of the proceed- 
ings before the Technical Education 
commission at Calgary. The school 
inspector of Red Deer said that there 
had been some trouble in respect to 
singing British patriotic songs, such 
as “Rule Britannia,” in schools. 
United States settlers sometimes ob- 
jected to them.

Vessels in the Harbor Pay Tribute to 
Representative of Canada’s 
Navy 

Vancouver.—No unusual incidents 
marked the civic reception to Admiral 
Kingsmill and the officers of the 
Rainbow, upon the cruiser’s first visit 
to Vancouver. 

Civic officials and citizens joined in 
the ceremonies as well as the many 
vessels in. the harbor, all paying 
tribute to the first official representa- 
tive of Canada’s navy on the Pacific. 
The weather was perfect, 

Commander Stewart, of the Rain- 
bow, who, with the admiral, received 
the civic officials, leant a touch of his. 
tory to the ceremonies, his father: hav- 
ing been formerly in charge of Work 
Point garrison at Victoria in the days 
of the Imperial regiment.

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GEN, FRENGH’S REPORT 


INSP..GEN. OF IMPERIAL FORCES 
*ON CANADA'S MILITIA 


General Sir John French Makes a 
Special Report on Western Canada, 
Praising the Work of the Western 
Troops—A Frank Criticism of Can- 


adian Organization on Various 
Lines. 
Ottawa.—The report of Sir John 


French, inspector-general of the im- 
perial forees, on the Canadian mili- 
tia has been made public. Sir John 
begins by strongly emphasizing the 
value of orgamization, which, he says, 
is the corner stone of military effici- 
ency, and adds that no amount of 
superior physique, armament or in- 
dividual excellence in ¢itHer com- 
manders, staff or bodies of troops, 
can compensate for a want of it. 

General Frencn makes a. separate 
report on Western Canada. He ad- 
vocates the line of organization at 
present being followed, namely the 
development of the mounted rifles 
supported by the field artillery, al- 
though he also advocates the employ- 
ment of a certain amount of infantry, 
and perhaps heavy artillery to defend 
important centres like Winnipeg or 
Calgary. On the whole, he praises 
the work of the western.troops in the 
camps he visited, but says that many 
faults still remain to be rectified, and 
that the cavalry should be given six- 
teen days training at least. He also 
‘advocatés the establishment of a 
training ground in the west like that 
at Petewawa, which he praises exten- 
sively, recommending that it be used 
more than it is at present. : 

He elso condemns ‘the lack of drill 
halls in the west, and censures the 
general absence of an open space sur- 
rounding them in those places where 
drill halls are situated. . 

General Franch criticises the Can- 
adian organization on two lines. The 
proportion between various . arms of 
service is not correctly adjusted. 
There is too much infantry and ‘heavy 
artillery, and only half as much field 
artillery, as is advisable, while the en- 
gineers and supply service are too 
weak. The distribution of troops is 
faulty. 

The arrangement in regards of war 
divisions are faulty in that the corps 
which would serve together in war 
are not trained together in peace. He 
submits with this a scheme of organ- 
ization which shows a shortage of one 
regiment of cavalry, one battery of 
horse artillery, twenty batteries of 
field artillery, three field troops of 
engineers, five field companies of en- 
gineers, four telegraph detachments 
and nunierous units of army service 
corps and medical corps. 

General Frenctt’* next advocates 
drawing up a sound scheme of mob- 
ilization, which would include the 
establishment of a railway war coun- 
cil, presided over. by a chief of the 
general staff, and including amongst 
its members managers or representa- 
tives of the principal railway com- 
panies of Canada, © \ 

“The staff at present maintained at 
headquarters and’ in commands ap- 
pears to me absurdly inadequate in 
numbers to deal successfully with the 
numerous problems which requ.re its 
attention,”’ he says. 

The general also lays stress upon 
the question of horse supply, saying 
that the war establishment of exist- 
ing authorized units calls for a pro- 
vision of 33,000 horses at once on 
mobilization, and a reserve of at least 
30,000 more. The registration of so 
large a number of horses demands the 
organization of a remount staff. He 
praises the work of the Breeders’ as- 
sociation. 

“IT may summarize the principal 
shortcomings as lying in an in- 
efficiently developed organization, in- 
adequate knowledge in higher com- 
mand, in the test qualification for of- 
ficers and non-commissioned officers 
of active militia laid down in regula- 
tions not being strictly enforced, and 
in the rank and file not being com- 
pelled ‘to fulfill their engagements,” 
he said in eriticism. ‘Only when the 
regulations which govern the consti- 
tution and maintenance of militia are 
strictly enforced will it be possible to 
say whether the present system meets 
the defensive requirements of the 
country or not. Judging from what I 
have seen of the excellent material 
and fine spirit which is apparent in 
all ranks, and taking into considera- 
tion the marked progress whieh has 
been made within. the past few years 
and the evident signs of its continu- 
ance’ I should be inclined to think 
that so long as the present conditions 
of affairs on the North American con- 
tinent remain as they are, the exist- 
ing system, efficiently: administered 
on a sound basis of peace “organiza- 
tion, should suffice to meet the needs 
of the Dominion.”

PARDON FOR MUTINEERS | 


The Motion of Amnesty Carried by 
a Very Big Majority—Stormy |

The decision of of 
Deputies was not reached until there 
had been stormy scenes and several 
fist fights on the floor. When the Sen- 
ate passed the measure the Chamber 
immediately took up its consideration. 
The debate was without result, how- 
ever, and the session was adjourned, 
President Fonseca having stated that 
should parliament vote amnesty he 
would sign he measure. The chamber 
reassembled, but owing to the argu- 
ments of deputies for and against the 
proposition the vote was not reached 
until the evening. 

Meantime the mutinous vessels, 
which had been waiting outside the 
bar for a signal to come in, put to 
sea and disapperred. Their destina- 
tion was not made known. 


WORD FROM CAPTAIN BERNIER 


Canada's Arctic Explorer on the 
Way to the Mouth of the 
Mackenzie River 
Ottawa. — Mr. ' Alex. Johnstone, 


deputy minister of marine and fisher- 
ies, has received a letter from Capt. 
J. E. Bernier, in command of the 
steamer Arctic, now in-the far north, 
telling of the first stage of the expedi- 
tion whose object is to assert British 
authority in northern waters, ; 

The letter, which was written at} 
Albert Harbor on Aug. 13, says that | 
the Arctic had a fair passage as far 
as Greenland, where a good deal of 
ice and fog was encountered. The | 
captain says that up to: the time of 
writing everything, seemed favorable 
to the. Arctic’s enterprise, Strong 
gales from the south indicated that | 
the ice would be broken up. 

His letter was brought to civiliza- | 
tion by a Scotch whaler and reached 
Canada via Scotland, 

If he has succeeded in making the 
passage the next word from Bernier 
will probably come via the Mackenzie 
river and the overland route. 


GIGANTIC GAS SCHEME

Elephants, men in armor, men and 
women in all sorts of glittering cos- 
tumes, gayly caparisoned horses, gor- 
geously decorated floats, used to be 
among the glories of the show, and, 
as a matter of fact, only the Grad- 
grinds welcomed the “dignified” 
modifications that recent Lord May- 
ors insisted upon. Also, only the 
Gradgrinds will object to the an- 
nouncement that this year’s show ‘s 


to be in some respects a return to | 


the good old style. 
At the same time, in deference to 
present-day ideas, it is to be some- 


| what “educational” in character. The | 


principal feature of the show is to 
be a pageant of kings, princes, no- 
bles, and other characters of Shake- 
speare’s plays. Philip Carr, one of 
the secretaries of the Shakespeare 
Memorial National Theatre, is to have 
charge of the arrangements, and 
London is assured of a brilliant 
pageant. Mr. Carr says: 

“The object of the Shakespeare 
pageant in the Lord Mayor’s. Show 
is to excite the interest of Londoners 
in the proposed Shakespeare memor- 
ial. The tercentenary of the great 
poet’s death is to be celebrated in 
1916, and it is necessary in order that 
a fitting tribute to the memory of 
Shakespeare shall be raised that the 
memorial shall be taken in hand at 
the earliest possible moment.” 

The procession will be one of the 
longest in recent years. The officials 
are careful to point out that there 
will be nothing “‘tawdry” about it— 
no female Britannia sitting on curb- 
stones, as Deputy Pryke, chairman of 
the Procession Committee, put it. 
He added: ‘‘There will be an inci- 
dent representing Henry V. passing 
along Eastcheap, and another of 
Richard III. welcoming the two 
princes and conducting them to the 
Tower, with the Lord Mayor of the 
period present. Falstaff, of course, 
will be portrayed, in all probability, 
at the head of what was called, I 
believe, his ‘ragged regiment.’ An- 
other section will be occupied by 
Henry VIII. and Wolsey returning 
to the city after the trial of Queen 
Katherine, The majority of those 
forming the procession, with the ex- 
ception of monks and attendants, 
will be mounted, and in the Shake- 
spearean scenes alone 150 persons 
will take part. 

“In the “procession will also be 
Territorials and Boy Scouts, and the 
trades and livery companies will, of 
course, be represented.” 


England’s Trade Boom. 

Everywhere there are evidences of 
a great trade boom. Recent gigantic 
export returns showed how prosper- 
ous were some of the biggest of the 
national industries. Only a few days 
ago 4 boom was reported in boots at 
Northampton, and recently news 
came of a great awakening in the 
Nottingham lace and hosiery trade 
and in the Scotch woolen trade. 

Indeed, in the woolen trade a boom 
has begun, and Scotch tweed manu- 
facturers have booked so heavily for 
next season that they are being forced 
to reopen mills which have long 
been disused. 

The leading tweed manufacturers 
have acquired additional mills, and 
all are now in full operation—a state 
of affairs unknown in the border 
towns for many years. 

For many years trade in Notting- 
ham and the district has been under 
a cloud, but it is now showing a re- 
markable revival, especially for lace 
curtains and hosiery goods. Every 
available curtain-making machine is 
working at high pressure, and the 
orders in hand are sufficient to keep 
factories fully employed for several 
months. 

The plain net trade is also improv- 
ing. and the exports during the past 
two months have increased to a con- 
siderable extent. Hosiery manu- 
facturers have not been so busy for 
years. 

Severul new factories are being 
built in the district around Notting- 
ham, and numbers of firms have made 
additions to their machinery and fac- 
tories to cope with the boom. Over- 
time is general.

THE PIGEON GUILLEMOT. 
Little Known Bird That Inhabits the 


Pacific Coast. 


Few people imagine that there is 
such a marked dissimilarity in the 
temperament of the different varieties 
of sea birds, writes H. 1. Puiien in 
The Toronto Globe. The gull is very 
majestic, with no sense of humor or 
spirit of tun. Whether tbe bird is 
soaring in the air or swimming in the 
water, it is always the same. It is 
ever on its dignity. The guillemot, 
on the other hand, is just the opposite. 
When seen flying close to the sur- 
face of the water it moves with spirit, 
and often seems to be racing. When 
in ita real home, however, during the 
nesting season, is where it really en- 
joys itself. 

About a thousand guillemots make 
their summer homes on Bare Island 
There they 
spend several months, during which 
period they raise their families, and 
incidentally have a most enjoyable 
time. There are a great many gulls 
on the island as well as the guille- 
mots, but, while they live very near 
together, they do not associate in 
the true sense of the word. The gulls 
look on at the pranks of the smaller 
birds, but they never take part. 

The guillemots are about the size 
of pigeons, which they very much 
resemble in appearance. Their wings 
are, however, much shorter than 
pigeons’, and their red feet are ebb- 
ed. Owing to the fact that their wings 
are so short, they have to move them 
very fast. Still, they fly well, and 
rise from the water with ease. They 
also dive and swim well, getting their 
food from the water. In color they 
are black, with. white markings on 
the wings. They have very short tail 
feathers, but in place of this they 
spread their feet behind them when 
flying, using them as a rudder, in the 
same way in which most birds do 
their tails. 

During some days on the island last 
summer my little chum and I spent 
hours watching the birds in their 
games and_ securing photographs 
‘Tag’ seems to be their favorite game 
Usually the game is played by two 
birds, although sometimes three or 
more take part. 

Picture to yourself hundreds of the 
birds sitting on the rocks along the 
rugged shore of the little island. Some 
are almost asleep, others are talking 
to each other with the uliar hiss- 
ing voice of theirs, while yet others 
are trying to crowd their neighbor off 
the rocks. One stands erect and gives 
its wings a flap, as if to challenge an- 
other to a race. At once he is away, 
and the other after him away out to 
sea. The challenger drops into the sea 
at a distance of from one to two hun 
dreds yards from shore. The pursuer 
may follow, diving after him, and 
perhaps giving him a nip either. in 
the air or in the water. Then they re 
turn to the rocks, and the game is 
taken up by some others. 

The fun continues throughout the 
morning hours. Sometimes a_ bird 
catches a small fish as it dives be- 
neath the water. It then flies with it 
to the sLore, as if challenging some 
other to take it away. Almost in- 
variably there is a chase, the pursuer 
sometimes following the other be- 
neath the weter, and at other times 
waiting for the diver to come to the 
surface again. Perfect gvod-humor 
seems to prevail throughout, the 
games being apparently tests of skill 
in flying and diving. ; : 

The guillemots lay their eggs in a 
crevice in the rocks, sometimes a lonz 
way from the surface, and at others 
quite exposed, although the latter 
seems to be rather an exception to the 
rule. It is not difficult to catch the 
parent birds on the nests, but in do- 
ing so it is desirable to exercise great 
care, as they defend themselves quite 
fiercely with their bills. Even 
little birds a day or two old know how 
to use their bills with effect. 

The young lirds are black, woolly 
little creatures, with a white speck 
on the top of the bill. When taken 
from the nest they crouch low, and 
when their nests are invaded try to 
scramble into the innermost recesses 
among the rocks.. The parent birds 
do not seem to go near them during 
the day; at least, I have never seen 
them fed, although it is possible they 
do. The lad and I watched them for 
nearly a week at a stretch without 
observing any feeding. It is suggested 
that both these birds and the gulls 


feed their young by night, but of thia
